The financial value of larger school districts 
is a matter of record 
Average cost per pupil for administration is 
$6.02 a year in cities over IO OOO population and 
*16.12 in cities under 2.>0ft 
The program under discussion would be opcr 
alive bv 1970 if approved by the State Board of 
Education and the legislature 
With this type of cooperation between schools 


and the promised help from state officials the 
taxpayer can see a glimmer of light at Ihe end 
of a long, dark tunnel of frustration 
But it s only a glimmer. 
He still would be carrying a heavy fmarx ial 
burden, but he could feel he was getting the 
most for his money. 
Meanwhile, he can only hope some attention 
will be paid to finding additional revenue sourc­ 
es to relieve the pressure on real estate taxes

I .BJ's Veto Hurts War On Crime 


President Johnson had a chance this week to 
start a constructive movement throughout the 
country to deal with crime He passed it by. 
This may plague him in the election campaign 
two years hence when it seems certain his ad 
ministration will have to face the country on 
what it has done or failed to do about the in­ 
crease in the crime rate 
The District of t’olumbia is governed by the 
President and Congress. Its handling of local 
problems could serve as an example to the rest 
of the nation 
The President had before nim a bill that 
would have helped the police to deal with 
crime, but hf vetoed it The excuse given was 
that some phases are unconstitutional 
T h i s 
question often is raised as to legislation 
Strangely enough, however, when civil-right' 
measures have been before the President in the 
last two years, he didn t worry about objections 
on constitutional grounds but took it for granted 
the 
courts would draw the necessary dis­ 
tinctions 
between 
lawful 
and 
unlawful 
paragraphs. 
Instead of giving the District crime bill a 
chance the President not onlv vetoed the meas­ 
ure but also denounced it He said better-trained 
and better-paid policemen are necessary. Put. 
though he has had pion!, of time to work out a 
plan. no legislation has been passed to provide 
such improvement' 


THERE W ERE many criticisms of the crime 
bill but any defects in ii could readily have 
been taken care of later by amendments 
A start toward crim** prevention would have 
heen made if the President had signed t h e 
measure 
The Washington Evening Sta» 
which has intimate knowledge of local condi­ 
tions — was disappointed and said 
“ In vetoing the DC crime bill. President 
Johnson followed bad advice His decision di«- 
cards. with the stroke of a pen. a positive eon 
struct ive attempt lo strengthen the arm of law 
enforcement in Washington 
and leavn' noth­ 
ing in its place 
“ This bill. despite the President's disparaging 
referente to its final passage in the ‘closing 
hours’ of the session, was no hurried affair It 
wa< the fruit of veals of debate Its authors, 
particularly in the Senate were acutely aware 
o* the constitutional ramification' 
We share 
the view of those legal experts, including the 
chairman of the DC Crime Commission who 
have argued thai Ihe hill could have heen ad 
ministered in a manner acceptable lo th e 
courts 
What difference docs it make, for instance, if 
a criminal is kept four hours under questioning 
as a suspect0 lf he is innocent, he can say so 
arid explain why lf he is guilty he may under 
interrogation mention names or '*eveal fards 
which are useful in prosecuting either bls crime 
rn the crime of others. Most crimes are com 
nutted in secret and there are no witnesses 


WHICH IS MORE important 
the right of a 
criminal in a ra*e of murder to he spared an 
ordeal of questioning, or the .-ight of society to 
see 
that those who commit climes are pun 
ished ’ The President, bv vetoing this hill which 
would have helped the police may unwittingly

District of Columbia police are discouraged 
the President s action 
Police chief John B I.acton said he was dis­ 
appointed of course,

ANSWER: Sponges are eery low on the scale of animal 
development They do not have hearts or brains. Their ner­ 
vous system works in a primitive way. The sponge .swims 
freely only just atter hatching from the egg Soon it kettles 
to the bottom and attaches itself for life The shape of one 
sponge animal is shown in < I • ll is a tube, open at the top, 
water can come inside through pores, or little openings. 
Flexible hairs on the inside move the sea water up through 
the top and are able to screen out tiny animals which the 
sponge digests Many sponges group together in colonies of 
different shapes. In one kind. the young animats attach 
themselves to the parent, and a large colony forms. Tile 
tubes of the animals become connected and are held to­ 
gether by a skeleton of a flexible substance, spongm After 
the animals have been taken out and the skeleton dried (2», 
it becomes ihe well known bathroom sponge which can ab­ 
sorb water so well Off the Florida coast i3\ Greek sponge 
divers hook up Ihe live sponges The animals are removed, 
the soft skeletons are dried, brought into port and sold.
